After the cooler winter 
weather and high winds, most 
pal trees are in need of 
fertilizer to stimulate them 
into rapid spring growth. 


In the south Florida area, 
while growth may continue 
Practically the year round, 
there is a dormant period 
during the winter months 
when the root growth either 
stops or slows down and 
becomes very active during the 
summer. Special care should be 
given to palms at this time to 
make sure they are supplied 
with the needed nutrients for 
the rapid flush of spring anid 
summer growth. 


Organic fertilizers such as 
Milorganite and manures are 
desirable for palms if the 
ground is open beneath the 
tree. From ten to 25 pounds of 
this . type fertilizer applied 
under the leaf-spread of, the 
tree, depending upon the size 
of the tree, is indicated. 
Commercial feritilizers such as 
an 8-8-8 or similar analysis may 
be used. Amount will vary 
according to the size of the 
tree from approximately 1 to 2 
ounces for very small recently 
planted palms to 15 pounds for 
large mature trees, рег 
application. Commercial ferti- 
lizers may be applied broadcast 
under the leaf-spread when the 
ground is bare, or plugged in 
where there is lawngrass 
beneath the tree. To plug, 
make holes about 1 foot deep 
and 2 feet apart, scattered 
similar tool may be used to 
punch the holes. Fill the holes 
with fertilizer and close them 
with the heel, leaving the lawn 
smooth, 


A serious growth-retarding 
trouble with such palms as the 
queen palm, ornamental date 
palm, pygmy date, and royal 
palm, sometimes called frizzle 
leaf, curly-top, or curly-leaf, 
has been identified as as a 
manganese deficiency. A chlor: 
osis of the leaves is first 
symptom. In advanced stages 
the leaves аге chlorotic, 
necrotic areas appear in the 
leaflets, the leaves are much 
reduced in size and the entire 
leaf presents the “frizzle leaf" 
appearance, expecially on the 
queen palm. The date palm 
usually does not have the 
“frizzle leaf” appearance but 
will show the yellowing. Both 
soil and foliage applications of 
manganese sulfate are effec 
tive in controlling the trouble. 
One application per year is 
sufficient. One-half to 6 pounds 
of 65 per cent manganese 
sulfate per plant, depending 
upon size, is indicated. In 
applying spray, it is important 
to wet the buds throughly. A
